in education is not reflected in these 
figures. They represent the first two 
years of the present administration 
anrl do not show the progress achiev- 
ed under the legislation of 1921 in- 
cluding the Edmonds law, which did 
not become effective until the school 
year 1921-22. 


"While we have reason for encour- 


agement m the result., which these 
computations show, we must keep in 
mind that other States have made 
progress and that these ,'figures tlo 
not yet place Pennsylvania at 
the 


head of the list, where she belongs 
and the position she must attain." 


The details of the study of the in- 


creased efficiency show a gain in ev- 
ery item but one of the ten important 
details which are the fundamentals 
used in .finding a correct index num- 
ber for the State. Fhre of the ten 
items deal entirely with compulsory 
attendance. 
Attendance Laws 
Rigidly Enforced. 


One of the most important actions 


taken by the State authorities, and 
the one which hag received great crit- 
icism, has been the rigid enforcement 
of the attendance laws as laid down 
by the State.

the reorganization of 


the State Department Dr. Finegan 
announced that school appropriations 
would be withheld from school dis- 
tricts that did not enforce the at- 
tendance laws.>( The State 
Depart- 


ment of Attendance then went mto 
every district o^f the State to super, 
vise the rigid etffclrcement.

tion brought great criticism on Di.

This gain in education does not by 


any possibility mean that today thfr 
State ranks highest or next to high- 
est in education 
Other States have 


made vast impiovemerits and when 
the figures for their advancement are 
c mput^d, whuh it is said will soon 
be dor.e by the Sage Foundation, the 
advancement in rating will become 
cletrly evident. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, if any other single State has! 
made such 
a tremendous advance- 


ment fil along the line as has Penn- 


, »> Ivania. ' Upon this ffeneralization, 
therefore, educational experts grant 
that Pennsylvania • no longer

in education is not reflected in these 
figures. They represent the first two 
years of the present administration 
anrl do not show the progress achiev- 
ed under the legislation of 1921 in- 
cluding the Edmonds law, which did

"While we have reason for encour- 


agement m the result., which these 
computations show, we must keep in 
mind that other States have made 
progress and that these ,'figures tlo 
not yet place Pennsylvania at 
the 


head of the list, where she belongs 
and the position she must attain." 


The details of the study of the in- 


creased efficiency show a gain in ev- 
ery item but one of the ten important 
details which are the fundamentals 
used in .finding a correct index num- 
ber for the State.

Attendance Laws 
Rigidly Enforced. 


One of the most important actions 


taken by the State authorities, and 
the one which hag received great crit- 
icism, has been the rigid enforcement 
of the attendance laws as laid down 
by the State.

the reorganization of 


the State Department Dr. Finegan 
announced that school appropriations 
would be withheld from school dis- 
tricts that did not enforce the at-

ment of Attendance then went mto 
every district o^f the State to super, 
vise the rigid etffclrcement.

tion brought great criticism on Di. 
Finegan, espeeVlty when he -with-

In 1918 the index figure for the same 
item was but 49. 


This gain in education does not by 


any possibility mean that today thfr 
State ranks highest or next to high- 
est in education 
Other States have 


made vast impiovemerits and when 
the figures for their advancement are 
c mput^d, whuh it is said will soon 
be dor.e by the Sage Foundation, the 
advancement in rating will become 
cletrly evident. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, if any other single State has! 
made such 
a tremendous advance- 


ment fil along the line as has Penn- 


, »> Ivania. ' Upon this ffeneralization, 
therefore, educational experts grant 
that Pennsylvania • no longer 
holds ' 


the unenviable position of the twen-' 
ty-first State in the Union in educa-! 
ion.
